INGALLS PARK ANNOUNCES A SECOND 
FIFTEEN-DAY MEETING. 


Promoters Say Wills County Residents 

* Are Satisfied—Seven Thousand Peo- 
ple See the Holiday Races — Harry 
Shannon Wins from Counter Tenor 
in an Exciting Finish—Ben Waddell 
Captures the Owners’ Handicap, 
Which Has a Small Field.

Seven thousand people visited Ingalls Park 
on Decoration day. The crowd was made 
up equally of residents of the vicinity and 
Chicagoans. The day was somewhat cool, 
but otherwise racing conditions were good. 
The track had been worked upon at the sug- 
westion of the horsemen, and its consequent 
soitness retarded the horses so that the time 
mude was not exceptionally fast.

Owner Ingalls 
said that the people of Will County were 
pleased with racing and asked for its contin- 
uance. “‘ There has been no kick from any 
quarter; everybody seems satisfied with the 
sport offered,’’ said Mr. Allen. Another in- 
terested individual declared that an inves- 
tigation committee had gone home charmed 
with the discovery that a racetrack crowd 
was orderly. 

The racing was quite interesting. Lew 
Hopper and Repeater were the winning fa- 
vorites, the ruling price of each being even 
money, and both Jaid off and came on when 
ready. 

Candleblack was backed from 3% to 1 down 
to 3 to 2 in the 2-year-old event, and, al- 
though the start was fair, he happened to 
be pocketed, and could do no better than 
third in the race, Gnome winning, with 
Waukesha, a 7tol1 shot, second.

TRAIN STRIKES A COACH. 


FIVE KILLED AND THIRTEEN IN- 
JURED ON LONG ISLAND. 


Terrible Accident toa Party of Brook- 
lyn Young People—All the Killed 
Were on Top of the Coach—Thoxse 
Inside Escape with Injuries—Six 
Horses Get Across the Track and 
the Train Strikes the Vehicle 
Squarely—Other New York News. 


New York, May 31.—[{Special./—A Long 
Island passenger train crashed into a coach 
containing a picnicking party of twenty- 
one young people on the Merrick road near 
Valley Stream, L. IL. this afternoon at 2 
o'clock. The driver did not see the train 
until he was on the track. The six horses 
going swiftly, could not be stopped in 
time. The ‘horses got across, but the train 
struck the coach full on the side. 

Of the twenty-one members of the Alpha 
Delpha Theta society of Green Avenue Bap- 
tist Church, Brooklyn, who were on ths 
coach, five are dead, two more are dying, 
and eleven others are more or less severely 
injured. Only one man had time to Jump. 
The others were piled up in the wreck. When 
the train steamed back to the scene of hor- 
ror men and women were lying all about, 
four of them already still in death and four- 
teen others in agony. One man was crushed 
out of human semblance. Even after the 
Gead and wounded had been taken away 
human fragments were found among the 
shattered panels and twisted harness.

He saw 
the engine then, but ,it was so close he 
thought he could reach it with his hand. 
He cracked his @#hip over his horses in a 
last desperate attempt to get by, and then 
he felt the shock and went whirling through 
the air. 

The injured were taken on two relief trains 
to Brooklyn and carried to St. John’s Hos- 
pital, Brooklyn. In a short time the hos- 
pital was besieged by relatives and friends 
of the victims, some half distracted.

IRISH CHAMPION FLANAGAN WINS. 


Makes New Hammer-Throwing Record 
at Bergen Point, N. J., Defeating 
World’s Champion Mitchel. 


New York, May 31.—Notwithstanding the 
heavy rain the track and intield at the 
grounds of the New Jersey Athletic club at 
| Bergen Point, N..J., were in good condition 
today for the club’s memorial day carnival. 


The principal feature of the games was 
the first public appearance in this country 
of John Flanagan, the hammer throwing 
champion of Ireland and England. 

There were two hammer tbrowing con- 
tests, one under the English and Irish rules 
in a nine foot circle and the other under the 
American rules frgm a seven foot circle. Jim 
Mitchel, the worl champion, was among 
those who contested, but showed poorly 
against Flanagan, who made a new world's 
record with a throw of 150 feet 8 inches. 
The previous record was 145 feet and % of 
an inch, made by Mitchel in 1802. Today 
Mitchel could do no better than 128 feet 4 
inches, and McCracken of Pennsylvania 
_ beat him for second place by ten inches. 

In the contest from the nine foot circle 
Flanagan threw the hammer 145 feet 6% 
inches, which distance is 17% inches less 
than his own world’s record, which 
he made in London over a year ago. 
In this event Chadwick of Yaleand Mc- 
Cracken of .Pennsylvania both beat Mit- 
chel. who threw twenty feet leg#s than the 
winner.

Among the distinguished guests on the 
stage besides the Vresideut, whose appear- 
ance was greeted with an uproar of ap- 
plause, were Vice Frcsident Hobart, Secre- 
tary of State Sherman, Senator Allison, 
and the dclegates to the International Pos- 


tal union. 


the oration of the day. 

The oration was followed by music and a 
poem delivered by* Dr. Thomas Calver. 
Webster Davis of Kansas City, who tomor- 
row assumes the duties of Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Interior, followed with an ora- 
tion. He said inpart: ~ 

* Standing here on the heights of Arling- 
ton, billowed with 10,000 heroic dead, we feel 
proud of them all, but we also are proud of 
their comrades who yet survive; and we are 
giad that one of them, the gallant William 
McKinley, stands at the helm of the old 
ship of state, and with a firm hand has 
turned its prow toward the beckoning seas 
of a still more prosperous future, while 
waving at her masthead with stars that ap- 
pear.to liberty-loving people like the mofn- 
ing stars of God and stripes like beams of 
morning light, we see the banner of the re- 
public, bearing the beautiful inscription: 
‘No East, no West, no North, no South, but 
the United States of America, the Home of 
the Heaven-Born Gift—Liberty.’ 

“May the young men of the’North and 
Gouth feel that they are brothers, and hail 
the good time coming when the last wound 
of the war shall be healed. Let us be de- 
termined our country shall not encourage in 
any manner whatsoever the efforts made by 
some to create another sectional line to 
separate the East from the South and West, 
for we want but one country, and but one 
flag, and that flag the Stars and Stripes.” 


At Gen. Logan’s Tomb. 


General Logan’s tomb, near the Boldiers’ 
Home, is the mecca towards which all true 
sons and daughters of Illinois turn their 
footsteps Decoration day after the conclu- 
sion of the ceremonies at Battle Cemetery, 
and there was a double incentive for them 
to perform this duty today. In addition to 
‘appropriately decorating the grave of their | 
- hero with flowers, lllinoisans were promised 
a suitable address by Senator Mason. 

It was at the sacrifice of his personal com- 
fort that the Senator from Illinois fulfilled 
his part of the program, for he was not at 
all well, and showed the severe strain to 
which he has been subjected ever since com- 
ing to Washington. But as he put it to his 
‘auditors, nothing but absolute prostration 

would prevent him paying. an humble trib- 
ute to the greatest volunteer soldier of the 
civil-war. It was no more than proper for 
a loyal supporter of “‘ Black Jack”’ in his 
hardest fought Senatorial fight, and one who 
had become his successor in the Senate to, 
beat the tomb of this great man on such an 
occasion to render him honor and reverence. 

Incidentally Senktor Mason alluded to the 
order of General Logan when he was Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, in 1868, designating ** May 30 for 
the purpose of strewing flowers and other- 
wise decorating the graves of comrades 
‘who died in defense of their country during 


. When the memorial services took place at 
Arlington Cemetery, in accordance with 
the suggestion of General Logan, in 1868, 
among those who participated were the three 
great chieftains of the civil war, Grant, 
Sherman, and Sheridan. Senator Mason 
paid a high tribute to the services of these 
great commanders, whom he linked with 
Logan, the favorite son of Illinois,-and 
whose last memorial address was delivered 
at the tomb of Genera! Grant.

After the singing of “ The Star-Spangled 

Banner” Justice Brewer of the United 
Btates Supreme Court spoke as follows: 
** We Stand today in the presence of a 
stately column erected by the soldiers and 
officers of the regular army of the United 
States to commemorate the heroism and 
sacrifice of those of their number who dur- 
ing the civil war gave their lives for their 
country and in order that ‘ liberty and 
union might’ remain one and inseparable 
now and forever.’ It speaks of heroic 
achievements. It is eloquent with the suf- 
fering and self-denial and sacrifice which 
the great war developed and ennobied. But 
beyond all that it bears two voices, which I 
fain would catch in the words of my talk 
and speak to every citizen of the United 
States. 

“ It says to us that they whose names are 
written on its face gave up their lives, not 
merely for military glory, but also that war 
should cease and peace with all its bless- 
ing prevail. 

“ The greatest meed of praise which can 
be bestowed upon the army of the United 
States is that it makes certain to every 
citizen the blessing of peace and order and 
law. Doubtless, young gentiemen, as you 
look over the bright fields of the future, you 
see dazzling before you visions of military 
Slory; ‘ the pride, pomp, and circumstance 
of glorious war ’ is there, and the eagle and 
the. stars wait to rest on your shoulders. 
But when the evening of life shall come you 
will realize that the highest praise which 
can be awarded to you is that in your milli- 
tary lives you have been the defenders of 
law and the guardians of peace; that you 
have stood back of legislator and J uige and 
President and been the unfailing guarantor 
that in peace they shall act and that by 
every citizen their acts shall be respected 
and obeyed. . : 


All Have Equal Opportanities. 


“Another voice which comes from this 
silently eloquent witness says that these 
men died that there might be preserved in 
our borders equal opportunities for all. The 
doctrine of equal rights and equal oppor- 
tunities, which has always been the theory 
of our political and social institutions, is. 
notwithstanding some idle talk, still, as 
ever, the great fact of our life. The hum- 
blest child may look upon the White House 
with expectation.. The poorest and most 
friendless student may begin with faith 
and hope his struggle for a seat on the 
highest bench of the Nation. A place in the 
halls of Congress is not a thing of purchase 
or inheritance and the few exceptions which 
occur only attest the fact, as well as 
the strength and vigor of the rule. This 
is today, and God grant that it may ever 
remain, a land of equal rights and equal 
opportunities. 

“It is fitting that this memorial to the 
officers and soldiers of the regular army 
who died in the recent war should be here, 
for this is the military center of the Nation, 
the great school of those who are to'be the 
officers and commanders, and it is well that 
the lessons of those patriotic and heroic 
lives should ever be present before the 
young who shall come to prepare them- 
selves to take the places they filled and 
glorified.. It was fitting also that this work 
should have been undertaken and carried 
through by the surviving officers and sol- 
diers of the army, for it is your comrades 
memory that is thus preserved.”’

MILITARY AND CIVIC BODIES DO 


HONOR TO DECORATION DAY. 


Imposing Parade of Regulars, Militia, 
Cadets, and Societies Fills Michigan 
Avenue » Reviewed by Governor 
Tanner and General Brooke—Eight 
Veterans of Lyon Post ‘No. 9 the 
Oynosure of the Great Throng of 
Cheering Spectators. 


Eight straggling and grizzly-bearded men 
in G. A. R. uniforms—all that were left of a 
once numerous Grand Army post—marched 
nearly two miles in the Memorial day pro- 
cession yesterday afternoon, their feet drag- 
ging more wearily the farther they went. 

Solid columns of regulars from Tort 
Sheridan and clattering lines of United 
States cavalry had been passing ahead of 
the eight men for half an hour, and behind 
them came gaudily-clad zouaves and mem- 
bers of civic societies in spick and span 
uniforms. Three of the veterans limped 
from rheumatism, and the arms of the old 
man who carried tHé blue silk banner of the 
post, Lyon No. 9, ached from the weight of 
the flagstaff. 

They could not march fast enough to keep 
up with the beat of the drums in front, and 
they carried their knotty canes at various

In the Veterans’ Ranks. 


The Grand Army posts were just half an 
hour in passing the foot of Jackson street, 
where Governor Tanner and his staff.and 
Major-General John R. Brooke of the reg- 
ular army and his staff were reviewing the 
parade. Some of the men had to hobble 
along on crutches, and the fifers, who 
neglected the modern marches and played 
“When Johnnie Comes Marching Home ’”’ 
and ‘*‘ The. Girl I Left Behind Me,”’ and who 
were war veterans, too, frequently dropped 
a note when a twinge of rheumatism seized 
them, and thus made the members of the 
posts lose step. 

The spectators did not notice 
features to criticise them, however. 

Some of the men, bent with age, picked 
their way over the rough stones of the down- 
town pavement, peering through old-fash- 
toned spectacles, and soxre led their children 
with them. Occasionally the old men in 
one line went by repeating the “ right-left ”’ 
that they had learned when they drilled 
almost forty years ago, but failing to step 
as they counted: One post, No. 376, com- 
posed for the most part of men who had 
entered the civil war while still young, 
marched with a step as lively as the tramp of 
the members of the National Guard, in white 
helmets and “ spats’’ and handsome dark 


green uniforms. ; 
At the Reviewing Point. 


The long procession, one of the best that 
Chicago has yet seen on Decoration day, 
was one hour and twenty-five minutes pass- 
ing the reviewing point. It had taken Ir50 
patrolmen, under Captain Gibbons, to keep 
clear a space at the foot of Jackson street 
. for the line, so great was the «rowd. 

Governor John R. Tanner, wearing a black 
Prince Albert coat and silk hat, bestrode a 
dapple gray horse and reviewed the parade 
with Major-General John R. Brooke, U. 8. 
A., commanding the Department of the 
Missouri. Behind them were the members 
of the latter’s staff, all mounted—Lieutenant 
J. T. Dean, aid-de-camp; Colonel J. G. C. 
Lee, Chief Quartermaster; Colonel A. Hart- 
suff, Chief Surgeon; Major G. W. Baird, 
Paymaster; Major George E, Pond, Deputy 
Quartermaster; and Lieutenant J. E. Max- 
field. Behind the members of the staff was 
a detachment of eleven mounted Black Flus- 
sars, in command of Captain 8. Wolfe. The 
trappings of the Governor’s horse were 
trimmed with yellow, a deference to the 
military surrounding him. 

When the white plumes of the Chicago 
Hussars, who followed behind the squads of 
police that cleared the way, arrived oppo- 
site the Governor and General Brooke it 
was just8o’clock. The Hussars raised their 
saibers to salute, and the guns and sabers of 
every other military organization that went 
by after them saluted also, in return for 
which they received a wave of the Govern- 
or’s hand. 


_ March of the Regulars. 


The precision of the movements of the 
regulars, a battalion of the Fourth Infantry. 
and C and G troops of the Second Cavalry, 
and the stately pose of the artillerymen 
sitting on the limber chests of the guns, as 
usual attracted cheers from the people along 
the sidewalks and in the windows of the 
buildings. 

The cavalry swept the street from curb to 
curb in lines as even as though each charger 
had been hitched to a pole, and. the young 
men of the National Guard gazed ahead at 
the stiff backs of the regular infantry with 
eyes of envy. 

There was @ gap of nearly three-fourths 
of a mile between the ambulance wagon 
that brought up the rear of the First Regi- 
merit; I. N. G., and Colonel George M. Moul- 
ton at the head of the Second Regiment, and 
between several other divisions of the 
parade were stretches of empty street 
almost as long. 

When the Naval Militia came by, march- 
ing in perfect lines and time, with cutlagses 
drawn, rt of them dragging a deadly- 
looking Hotchkiss cannon by a long rope, 
there was plenty of cheering, and when 
Major Buckner'’s Ninth Battalion of colored 
men came along the applause was a!most 
as loud. 

The Continental Guards marched behind 
the members of the National Guard in uni- 
forms like those which George Washing- 
ton’s men wore,only these were better cloth. 
8. BE. Gross was in command of the guards. 
Behind them marched the uniformed rank, 
Sons of the American Revolution, in hand- 
some uniforms, with big green plumes in 
their helmets. Then came. the zouaves, the 
brightest bit of color in the whole pro-

chess expert, being the umpire. Sir Julian 
Pauncefote and other members of the Brit- 
ish Embassy, Speaker Reed, and many tnem- 
bers of the House attended. Attachée of five 
different legations sat at the tables and rep- 
resented the players of Great Britain. .

- AMENDS THE LIBEL BILL. 


,HOUSE CHANGES IT 856 AS TO RE- 


STORE THE OLD LAW. 


Drastic Provisions of the Senate Are 
| Eliminated and the Bill Now Simply 
Mepeals the Present Law. and Re- 
stores the Prior One—Is Set for Third. 
Reading Wednesday — Shanahan 
Fights Any Change—Alschuler and 
Miller Support the Amendment. 


Springfield, Ill, May 81.—[Special.]—The 
legislation over the libel law took an un- 
expected turn tonight. The House consid- 
ered the Senate bill, fathered by Mr. Lundin, 
and substituted for it a proposition offered 
by Mr. Alschuler, which repeais the law of 
1895 and reénacts the old law on the subject 
of libel. The bill, as amended, was ordered 
to third reading. If,it is passed in the tur- 
moll incident to the ‘close of the session it 
must go to the Senate for concurrence in the 
amendment. The bill did not show as much 
strength as was anticipated. It had not to 
exceed 70 votes on the floor of the House 
this afternoon. 

Dave Shanahan fought it from beginning 
to end, and it is an even question now if the 
amended bill can get to the House. Alschuler 
made a strong speech against the bill as it 
came from the Senate, and his effort had 
great weight with the House. He said he 
was opposed to the law of 1895, but he could 
not favor the measure that was pending in 
the House. 


When the Judiciary committee reported 


* the Senate libel bill favorably Mr. Sherman 
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asked that it be read a second time. There 
were objections, and Mr. Novak moved that 
‘the bill be read a second time. This motion, 
upon the roll-call, was carried—yeas, 73; 
nays, 38. 
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Ashuier Starts the Fight. 

Mr. Alschuler offered an amendment strik- 
ing out all after the enacting clause of 
the bill and inserting a clause simply re- 
pealing the libel law. of 1895. Mr. Alschuler 
said in part in support of his amendment: 

** Early in the session a bill was introduced | 
by the gentleman from Cook, and by a con- 
siderable majority failed to pass this House, 
or failed to be put in such position that it 
could be passed. Whether for any reason 
the majority. of this House now realized 


_ and acknowledged the-wisdom of that bill 


and are now ready to do what was then pro- 
poged, Ido not know. At the time I favored 
the repeal of the law of two years ago and . 
nothing: has since occurred to change my 
mind in that regard. I favor it nBw. The 
law of two years ago was popularly -sup- 
posed to be bad, although it had never been 
» tested, because it granted to newspapers 
certain privileges which are not accorded to 
others. Others who were guilty of a libel 
. could not by retraction prevent a suit from 
being brought. ‘Therefore it was popularly 
supposed this legislation pertained only to 
one class of eee and it was there- 
fore ularly sup not to be good law. 
I appeal to you, gentlemen of the House, 
fairly, dispassionately, and reasonably, do 
not go to the other extreme and impose upon 
newspapers obligations which you do not 
impose on others. Do not take from néews- 
papers rights which you do not take from . 
other classes of libelants. Do not go from 
one extreme of impropriety to the other ex- 
treme of impropriety. 
Appeals for Fair Play. 

* You do not say in this bill that one who 
sends a circular broadcast libeling some 
person shall be subject to be sued in any 
county of the State. You provide that only 
for newspapers, and I submit to you as a 
constitutional, as a legal proposition that 
you cannot charge newspapers in any other 
ar any different way than you can others 
who have becn guilty of the same thing. 
The mere fact that a man runs a newspaper 
‘ought not, in and of itself, to entitle him 
to special privileges for the purpose of libcl- 
ing other men; but the mere fact that a man 
_runs a newspaper ought not thereby to 
-~ gharge him in any other or different way 
than other men are charged for the same 
thing. 

“There is another reason why wou ought 


not to pass this bill. ‘ This bill says, among 


other things: 

*“*Tt shall also be lawful to prosecute the 
-defendant criminally in accordance with the 
provisions of this act in any county where 
the’ complainant or complaining witness 
resides.’ 

‘** Has any one ever heard since the foun- 
dation of government in this country that 
the place of prosecution is determined by 
the residence of the complaining witness or 
any other witness? You gentlemen who 
have ever looked inside of a law book know 
that it is a constitutional provision, ground- 
ed as deeply and firmly as the genius of 
our.country itself, that it is the right of 
every man charged with crime to be tried 


.in the vicinity of the commission of the 


crime. 

Stands by Bill of Rights. 

“Our bill of rights provides that in all 

criminal prosecutions the accused. shall 
have a speedy and public trial by an im- 
partial jury in the county or district where- 
in the offense shall have been coramitted, 
which district shall have been previously 
ascertained by law. That is the legislation 
we have sworn to obey. I hope it will not 
yest so lightly upon shoulders that we 
can disregard it now. 

Sherman moved to lay the amendment 


Mees 
on ‘the’ table, but this motion was lost. 
Miller 


Mr. supported Mr. Alschuler’s 

amendment. He said in part: 

“Tt have carefully compared this bill with 
the present libel law, and it is my delibetate 
judgment that, saving the provision which 
permits the one who is libeled to sue in any 
county; the law as it now stands upon our 
statute books would be a better law than the

PRIMARY LAW MAKES PROGRESS. 


Is Taken Up by House and Advanced 
to Second Reading by Instruc- 
tions from Curtis. ) Z 


Springfield, Ill., May 31.—[Special.]—Un- 
expected progress was made today towards 
final passage of the primary election bill. 
It was taken up in the House late this even- 
ing and advanced to second reading without 
reference to a committee: Friends of the 
measure, therefore, are in high spirits and 
are now relying confidently upon their abill- 
ty to get it through before adjournment. 
However, its course hereafter will probably 
not be so free from obstruction. , There are 
a good many members of the Assembly not 
openly opposed to the bill who, when the 
time comes, will vote against making a law 
which would undoubtedly relegate them to 
political oblivion. 

Ernst G: Schubert and Captain Farrell 
showed their colors bravely this afternoon 
and tried to have the bill sent to a commit- 
tee, but Speaker Pro Tem. Selby put it 
through under the gavel. He said it wags 
Speaker Curtis’ wish to have him do so. 
This somewhat surprised representatives of 
the Civic federation who are hére looking 
after the bill, for they had been given to 
understand Speaker Curtis would not push 
it along unless he had to. One of them said 
he had been informed a good many Sena- 
tors and Representatives, as well as the 
Speaker, are now anxious to pass the pro- 
posed new law and thereby redeem them- 
selves somewhat from the cesspool to which 
they havé been consigned through their ac- 
tion upon the street car, gas consolidation, 
and other objectionable measures. 

With the gas bills out of the way after 
tomorrow there will be nothing of grave 
importance except possibly apportionment 
matters to prevent this primary election 
bill being taken up on second reading and 
made a special order for Wednesday or 
Thursday. It has passed the Senate and 
now only awaits action on the part of the 
House to make it a law. 


MAY AGREE ON APPORTIONMENT. 


Rival Factions Betray a Willingness 
to Compromise on New Sena- 
torial Districts. 


Springfield. Ill., May 31.—[Special.]— 
Differences between the machine and Mad- 
den factions over Senatorial apportionment 
are disappearing. Chairman Hitch of the 


‘Republican State Central committee saw 


Mr. Madden soon after he arrived and they 
had a long talk. Mr. Madden repeated what 
he has been saying all the time, that the 
only thing he and his friends in Cook County 
wanted was a fair and honest apportion- 
ment. Mr. Hitch assured him they were 
not unreasonable in their demands. Mr. 
Madden also informed Mr. Hitch they were 
perfectly willing to meet the machine crowd 
half way and agree upon a plan that will 
be satisfactory to everybody. 

It rests now with Governor Tanner to 
convince Hertz, Lorimer, and Jamieson that 
they must concede a few points or be re- 
sponsible for failure of the Legislature to 
make an apportionment in Cook County., 
It is understood an effort is now being put 
forth to bring about a conference of the 
opposing elements tomorrow morning. The 
bill ‘is ‘now on third reading in the Senate. 
It could not at the very best be put to final 
passage in the House before next Friday, 
and that will be the last day of the session. 

Mr. Madden stands out for a revision 
of the plan in the Twelfth Ward and in 
Senator Anthony's district, two localities, it 
is charged, where the machine bosses made 
divisions of territory with a view to pun- 
ishing some of their enemies and securing 
committeemen as well as legislators whom 
they can control. 

‘Great Democratic activity against an ap- 
portionment of the State, either Senatorial 
or Congressional, developed tonight. A. J. 
Jones appeared on the _scene as the an- 
nounced representative of both the Demo- 
eratic State and Codk County Central com- 
mittees to join hands with either the ma- 
chine or Madden factions for the purpose 
of. defeating the wishes of Governor Tan- 
ner, Charles P. Hitch, and Senator Cullom. 

Representative Tisdel received a telegram 
from Senator Mason this evening denying 
rumors that have been flying around here 
for two or three days to the effect Presi- 
dent McKinley. and his administration is 
taking a hand in the fight. 


BIG STORE BILL SET FOR THURSDAY. 


Mr. Nohe Succeeds in Having It Madea 
Special Order—Other Business 
of Legislature. 


Springfield, Ill., May 31.—[(Spécial.]—Late 
this afternoon Mr. Nohe succeeded in hav- 
ing the department store bill made a special 
order for Thursday in the House. 

Mr. Murray of Sangamon called up the 
Senate compulsory education bill. It was 
ordered to third reading. 

Mr. Rowe called up the Senate bill (Mun- 
roe’s) amending the State banking law, pro- 
viding that where a bank, contrary to law, 
loans in excess of 10 per cent of its capital 
stock, the borrower cannot set up that fact 
in defense on an action brought to recover 
the money loaned to him. 

Mr. Harnsberger offered an amendment, 
striking the word ‘‘ knowingly ’’ from the 
provision that every director of any such 
association ‘‘ who shall knowingly violate, 
or participate in, or assent to any such 
violation, or who shall knowingly permit 
any of the officers, agents, or servants of 
the association’’ to violate any of the pro- 
visions ofthe act shall be held Hable for 
damages. The amendment ‘was adopted. 

The bill was then ordered to third read- 
ing. The House adjourned to 9 o'clock to- 
morrow morning. 


| PRAISE FOR MR. PEPPER. 


HIS LETTERS CAUSE MUCH COMMENT 
AT WASHINGTON. 


Because of His Well-Known Fairness 
and Impartiality His Correspond- 
ence Is Used by Diplomatic Repre- 
sentatives as a Basis for Reports to 
Their Governments—Accurate and 
Unbiased Work During the Late 
Presidential Campaign. 


Washington, D. C., May 31.—[By Associ- 
ated Press.]—The attempt of a Havana 
newspaper to inipugn in advance the report 
that will be made to the President by Spe- 
cial Commissioner Calhoun, by means of an 
attack upon the letters which which have 
been printed as coming from Mr. Pepper, 
has had the effect to arouse the friends of 
the newspaper man to his defense. Mr. 
Pepper's letters have fallen under the eye 
not only of Congress, but of the members 
of the diplomatic corps resident in Washing- 
ton, and have doubtless been used as the 
basis for reports to their own governments. 

They have attracted: more attention than 
would have been accorded to similar com- 
munications from other sources because of 
Mr. Pepper’s high character among news- 
paper men and his reputation for impar- 
tiality in the pursuit of his business. Mr. 
Pepper was solicited to visit Cuba and re- 
port upon the conditions there for this and 
for no other reason. As a special corre- 
spondent during the last heated Presiden- 
tial campaign’ Mr. Pepper had shown such 
a spirit of impartiality and fairness, and 
so much coolness in times of excitement 
that unbalanced the judgment of many 
other men, that it was felt sure that his in- 
vestigations would bring to light the exact 
truth, at least so far as it could be ¢con- 
veyed through the impressions madé upon a 
trained and unbiased newspaper man. 
Therefore Mr. Pepper was not chosen out of 
consideration of his relations to the Presi- 


} dent and Mr. Calhoun. As for the former, 


they were those that might exist between 
any newspaper man who had been much in 
contact with the President through a cam- 
paign and had earned his good opinion 
through his accurate and fair work; while 
as for the friendship of Mr. Calhoun for 
Mr. Pepper, it is the confident belief of Mr. 
Pepper's employers that his work could not 
be influenced in the slightest degree from 
considerations growing out of that connec- 
tion. In answer to the criticism that Mr. 
Pepper’s work has be@n unfair towards the 
Spanish side, it is pointed out that last Bat- 
urday one of his letters was devoted entirely 
to an exposition of the merits of the Spanish 
cause, the basis being an interview with one 
of the largest planters of the island, who 
presents his strongest arguments by the 
aid of Mr. Pepper’s pen to show that Cuban 
domination woukd mean anarchy and ruin 
for the best interests of the island. 

Havana, May 31.—Mr. Pepper says he is 
much amused by the attack of the Diario 
de la Marina. He returned last night from 
Guanajay, where, accompanied .by Mr. 
Fishback, he had been on a visit yesterday. 
He says his ‘rip was highly interesting. 
While returning to this city the car in which 
he was traveling was derailed by a rail- 
road accident, but all the passengers es- 
caped without injury. 

Mr. Calhoun denies that he has divulged 
the secrets of his mission. 


FILIBUSTERS ASSAULT AN OFFICER. 


Attempts to Board the Biscayne and 
Is Held by Three Men While 
Others Beat Him. 


Fort Lauderdale, Fla., May 31.—[Special.] 
—An attempt to start a monster Cuban ex- 
pedition of men, arms, and munitions of war 
from New River Inlet at daylight this morn- 
ing’ led to an assault on Special Inspector 
Hambleton, a defiance of the United States 
authorities which will lead to serious results. 
The Dauntless appeared on Sunday night 
and the river steamer Biscayne began to 
transfer coal and munitions of war to the 
filibuster. 

Officer Hambleton, with the assistance of 
the three men who constituted the crew of 
the Privateer, tried to board and capture the 
two steamers with their crews and recruits, 
consisting of nearly one hundred men. They 
were warned off the Biscayne, but Officer 
Hambleton seized a gun and sprang aboard, 
followed by his assistants. The gun was 
wrenched from his hand, and while two men 
held him, others kicked and beat him. Then 
he was hustled aboard his dingy and pushed 
off. 

The United States warship Marblehead 
was summoned by a telegram and over- 
hauled the filibuster Dauntless after an ex- 
citing chase and took it in charge. 


GERMANY TO FORCE RUSSIA'S HAND. 


Is Trying to Compel the Czar to De- 
clare Openly For or Against 
Tuarkey. 


London, June 1.—The correspondent of the 
Standard at Constantinople says the preva- 
lent opinion there is that Germany is play». 
ing a bold game in order to force Russia to 
declare openly either for or against Turkey. 

According to a dispatch to the Daily News 


from Odessa, there ts a revival of the report 


that Russia is negotiating with Turkey to 
get a port in the Mediterranean. It is also 
rumored that when peace between Greece 
and Turkey is concluded Russia will demand 
the exclusive privilege of free passage for 
her fleet through the Bosporus and the 
Dardenelles. 


POWERS AGREE ON TERMS OF PEACE. 


Sultan to Prolong the Armistice for 
Fifteen Days. Beyond Time 
Originally Specified. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 
Constantinople, May 31.—It is understood 


that the representatives of the powers have 
agreed upon the principle of all the peace 
conditions except the amount of the indem- 
nity to be paid by Greece to Turkey. As yet 
there is no sign of any further advance of 
the Turkfsh army or of a check to the con- 
tinued mobilization and forwarding of 
troops. 

In reply to the demand of the foreign Am- 
bassadors for an extension of the armistice 
between Turkey and Greece until the con- 
clusion of peace between those countries, 
the demand having been made with a 
view of enabling the Greeks to save the 
harvest in Thessaly, and upon the ground 
that Greece is unable to bear the expense of 
indefinitely maintaining her army and feed- 
ing the fugitives, the Porte has offered to 
prolong the armistice’ for fifteen days be- 
yond the time originally agreed upon. 

The proposal of the Porte to extend the 
armistice for a fortnight instead of in- 
definitely leaves the position unaltered. The 
diplomats considered the proposal! this after- 
noon, with what result is unknown. 


“FEELBG OF DESPAIR AT ATHENS. 


No Hope of Saving Crops tn Thessaly 
and Fear of Powers Makes 
Greeks Lose Heart. 


{SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Athens, May 31.—The virtual abandon- 
ment of the hope of saving the crops in 
Thessaly, added to the fear that the powers 
will not agree to compel Turkey to evacuate 
the province until a war indemnity shall 
have been paid by Greece, ‘causes dejection, 
almost despair. 

Those who have not abandoned hope per- 
sist in building upon the friendship of Great 
Britain and find comfort in a report that 
Contractor Kolla has been ordered to pre- 
pare to provision forty British warships at 
Phalerum, the belief being that such a dis- 
play of naval force is intended as a menace 
to Turkey. 

In the meantime Ottoman reinforcements 
continue to pour into Macedonia and Thes- 
saly, while the Turkish’ movements at 
Lamia, where the Greek army now is, are 
regarded as highly suspicious. 

The Turks, finding the difficulties of the 
commissariat insurmountable, have aban- 
doned their positions in the Othrys Moun- 
tains and will withdraw to the interior of 
Thessaly. 


DEFEAT. EMPEROR WILLIAM'S PLAN. 


Amendment to the Law of Association 
Is Defeated for a Second 
Time. 


Berlin, May 31:—The Lower House of the 
Diet was, crowded today upon the o¢ca- 
sion of the third reading of the bill amending 
the law of associatian: 

The free conservative motion of May 28 
amending clase 1 so thai !t would apply only 
to. social Democats and Anarchists, which 
was rejected by,a vote of 206 to 193, was re- 
introduced today, and again defeated, this 
time by a vote of 207 to 188. The result 
called forth prolonged cheers from the mem- 
bers of the Left and hisses from the Right. 
The minority consisted of Free Conservatives 
with the exception of Dr. Stoecker, the for- 
mer court chaplain. 

The Lower House of the Diet adopted the 
bill as amended at the second reading. Be- 
fore the final vote Count Limburg-Stirum 
declared that the Conservatives would only 
vote for the bill as amended in order that it 
might reach the Upper House of the Diet, 
where the ministerial bill might be revived 
in its original form, and remitted to the 
Lower House. 

The President of the Lower House, Herr 
von Koeller, announced that as the meas- 
ure involved a modification of the Consti- 
tution it would be necessary to vote upon 
it again after twenty-one days. 

The Centrists and Radicals voted with the 
minority. 


Wants Ethnike Hetiaria Punishena. 

Athens, May 31.—The Ephemeris today 
demands the immediate prosecution of the 
leaders of the Ethnike Hetaliria for recent 
illegal acts. It states that M. Mellas, a 
former Mayor.of Athens, is President of the 
governing body of the brotherhood, which 


includes also the legal adviser of the Min-. 


istry of Finance, two professors of the Uni- 
versity of Athens, and seven officers of the 
Greek army. 


Colonel Hay Attends a Levee. 

London, May 31.—The United States Am- 
bassador, Col. John Hay, and all the staff 
of the United States Embassy, attended the 
levee which the Prince of Wales held today 
at St. James Palace. Col. Hay presented 
Levi P. Morton tn the diplomatic circle, 
and Messrs. J. 8. Sargent, B. H. Davis, and 
Anthony Drexel of Philadelphia, Barton 
Van Voorhis of New York, and Frank An- 
drews of Washington, in the general circle.

YERKES MAY LOSE IN THE HOUSE. 


If Senate Amendments/ to Allen Bill 
Are Too Radical They Will Be 
Rejected—Come Up Today. 


Springfield, I!l., May 31.—[{Special.]—The 
Senate will take up the Allen street car bill 
tomorrow, and probably advanee it to second 
reading without reference to committee. 
There are about 29 votes in the Senate for 
the Allen bill as it now stands. In the pres- 
ent condition it is of no value to the street 
car companies, and is simply a dummy. To 
meet the wishes of the street car people it 
must be amended, and a determined effort 
to accomplish this result will be made when 
the bill is on second reading in the Serfate 
on Wednesday. Mr. Yerkes is here with his 
attorney, Judge Goodrich, and Alexander 
Sullivan. The amendment wanted by the 
street car people will be prepared tonight 
and tomorrow. None of these gentlemen 
will give out for publication the amendments 
they hope to have adopted by the Senate. 

It is an unquestioned fact that a number 
of men in the House voted for the Allen bill, 
believing that by so doing they were making 
a concession to the railroad people, and that 
they would not be called on to assist any 
other’ street car legislation. Now that they 
are satisfied the Allen bill will retain noth- 
ing of its original form but its House number 
they are wondering what the harvest will 
be and what the bill will look-like when it 
gets back to the House. 

Murmurs of discontent are heard from 
some of these men, who now see that they 
have been duped. Several of them said to- 
day they would not vote for the Allen Dill 
if amended by theSenate. 

The Senate will change the bill so as to 
make it meet with the ideas and terms of 
the bill indorsed by the, House Committee 
on Judiciary, which now reposes peacefully 
in Chairman Allen’s pocket. It will allow 
extensions for thirty or thirty-five years on 
@ percentage of 3, 5, and 7 per cent anda 
five-cent> fare for one period, the fare for 
the last period to be left to the discretion 
ot the City Council.
